$40,000 San Rafael Home Blaze

Damage estimated at $40.000 
was caused yesterday by roar- j 
ing flames which gutted the | 
attic and rear portion of the 
home of attorney Berwyn A. 
Rice at 310 Forbes Avenue, San 
Rafael. 
Sixteen firemen used four 
pieces of fire fighting equip­ 
ment for almost three hours 
controlling the blaze which a p - j 
parently was sparked by w ash-1 
ing machine wiring in a laun­ 
dry room at the rear of the 
15-room home. 
Then San Rafael Fire De­ 
partm ent’s 
100-foot 
a e r i a l 
truck, rarely used in fighting 
residential fires, was pressed 


into 
service 
to 
attack 
the 
flames from above. 
One fireman. Dennis Jenson. 
25. of 340 C Street, San Rafael, 
who had been with the depart­ 
ment since December, suffered 
a sprained ankle when he slip­ 
ped on a wet stairway. It was 
the only casualty in the fire 
which collapsed the rear end 
of the home. 
No one was at home when 
the fire was detected. Rice, 
who 
is 
estranged 
from 
his 
wife, was washing clothes un­ 
til about 11:30 a.m., he told 
firemen, then left for the store 
to buy more soap. Firemen 
said the washing machine mo­ 


tor may have overheated. 
The flames were reported by 
Stephen Slattery. 20, and his 
brother, Leo, 
16, who were 
working in the yard at home, 
115 J Street. 
In addition to damage from 
the flames, firemen said every 
room in the 50-year-old two- 
story home was damaged by 
water and smoke.

It was taped at Gettys­ 
burg, Pa., Eisenhower’s home, 
last spring. 
Among his major disappoint­ 
ments, Eisenhower said, was 
the failure of Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon to win elec­ 
tion as his successor and “a 
lack of definite proof we had 
made 
real 
progress 
toward 
achieving peace with justice.” 
As his most important ac­ 
complishment 
in 
office, 
he 
listed “creating an atmosphere 
of serenity and mutual confi­ 
dence.” 
As for his feelings about the 
late Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, 
Eisenhower felt the way to de­ 
feat the Wisconsin Republican 
was to ignore him. 
His 1955 heart attack, Eisen­ 
hower said, might have been 
brought on by his temper, and 
since then “I've never gotten 
angry again.” 
Eisenhower’s views of TV 
debates were given while dis­ 
cussing 
Nixon’s 
defeat 
by 
John F. Kennedy. 
Said Eisenhower: “I can’t 
think of anything that’s worse. 
Any man that is an incumbent 
has to stick to the facts. He is 
a responsible man debating 
with 
someone 
who, 
if 
he 
chooses, can be irresponsible. 
“No. if I were giving a politi­ 
cal piece of advice to my asso­ 
ciates in government, I would 
say: ‘When you’re in, never 
debate with an outer.’ ” 
At several points in the inter­ 
view, Eisenhower referred to 
his temper. 
“Like most people,” he said, 
“I am a man of considerable 
temper. . . . One thing that is 
damaging 
to 
anybody 
that 
aspires to a position of leader­ 
ship of any kind . . . must 
learn to control his temper. 
And this sometimes . . . gets to 
be quite a tough job.” 
As for a possible cause of 
his heart attack, Eisenhower 
said: 
“On Sept. 23, 1955, I was 
playing golf— and I was piay- 
ing well—and I started off 
about the fourth hole, and I 
had a message to come into the : 
clubhouse, and I had a cart. 
“So 1 dashed up, and there 
was a call from the State De­ 
partment. And it turned out j 
that while, although I’d an­ 
swered in a m atter of a couple 
of minutes, some little emer- j 
gency 
had 
happened, 
and 


they’d like to talk to me in 
about an hour— they'd let me 
know. So I went on my golf 
date.” 
Eisenhower then told of be­ 
ing called back to the club­ 
house again for another call 
on the same subject, which he 
said “was important — but I 
mean it wasn’t of too immedi­ 
ate a character.”

e w s p a p e r m e n are supposed 
to be strictly impartial; but, 
I ’ll argue from here to the moon 
that the California Zephyr’s route 
between the Golden Gate and the 
Great Lakes provides the most 
breathtaking mountain scenery 
anywhere! 
The mountain country is my 
home, but I had never really seen 
it, nor appreciated its splendor, 
until I viewed it from the Vista- 
Dome. And winter time, I dis­ 
covered, adds new dimensions of 
beauty. 
Dedicated to the premise that 
travel always should be enjoy­ 
able, the Vista-Dome California 
Zephyr is a magnificent land 
cruiser which has put nearly two 
million people into orbits of travel 
delight.

Fewer The Tax Exemptions, 
More Equitable Tax Load 


Tax exemptions are in general dis­ 
pleasing to us. As long as they are 
granted on some things, at times we 
have favored extending them to other 
similar things. 
Rut in general, we feel that everyone 
and everything should carry his own 
share of the cost of our government. 


For example, it seems only fair to us 
that the federal government should pay 
both state and local taxes. Why should 
the people of the United States push 
added tax loads on the people of Califor­ 
nia by not paying taxes on the property 
they own here0 
Why should the people of California 
push more taxes on the people of Marin 
on the property the state owns in Ma­ 
rin? 
We were particularly interested in 
the report this week that one form of 
tax exemption is on the decline. Both 
on the state and on the county levdi the 
number of veterans* tax exemptions are 
fewer this year than the year before and 
were fewer last year than the year be­ 
fore that. 
It's not that we have anything against

Net result has been a substantial de­ 
crease. more than 500 fewer this year 
in Marin alone; 32.500 less statewide. 
Now if we could start whittling away 
at some of the other types of exemp­ 
tions we d more equitably share the tax 
burden.

No Berlin Settlement Yet In Sight 
But Secondary Issues Reduced 


WASHINGTON— As I make 
it out from what I have heard, 
the situation at this point in 
the talks about Berlin is that 
while the important issues 
have been identified, they are 
not as yet clearly defined. No 
settlement is as yet in sight. 
Indeed, on the hard core of 
the problem there has as yet 
been no negotiations and al­ 
most certainly no thorough 
exploration. In fact, neither 
side has as yet disclosed in 
the concrete what it will re­ 
gard as an acceptable settle­ 
ment. 
There has, however, been 
progress in reducing certain 
highly inflammable second­ 
ary issues. So far as I know 
this has not been done by 
formal agreement, but tacitly. 


THE SOVIET government 
is by way of accepting the in­ 
disputable fact that the Unit­ 
ed States and its allies will 
not sign a peace treaty with 
East Germany, but they will 
not open up diplomatic inter­ 
course with it and treat it as 
a lawful government. Their 
relations with East Germany 
can be no more than de facto. 
The counterpart on our side 
is the tacit admission that 
there are two German states, 
and that it is no longer a prac­ 
tical objective of American 
policy to unify them by the 
integration of East Germany 
into West Germany. 


AS A COROLLARY of the 
Soviet recession on the de­ 
mand that we must sign a 
peace treaty, there is evi­ 
dence of an understanding 
that Moscow, having negoti­ 
ated with us a bill of rights 
for West Berlin, will incor­ 
porate this bill of rights in its 
own treaty which it intends 
to sign with East Germany. 
This is a concession from 
the position often taken by 
Soviet officials in the past 
that we would have to nego­ 
tiate about our rights in West 
Berlin not with them, but 
with 
the 
Ulbricht 
govern­ 
ment. 
On our side, the counter­ 
part of the Communist con- 


cession is that we will not re­ 
fuse to let East German offi­ 
cials replace Soviet officials 
on the access route. In this 
connection we must remem­ 
ber that for some years East 
Germany has been adminis­ 
tering control of West Ger­ 
man and civilian access ex­ 
cept in the air corridors. The 
East Germans have adminis­ 
tered control over aixmt 95 
per cent of the traffic to West 
Berlin. 
All of this does not. how­ 
ever, bring us to the hard 
core of the issues. The So­ 
viet government has notified 
us that it will guarantee ac­ 
cess to West Berlin on condi­ 
tion that West Berlin becomes 
a demilitarized free city, as 
they define these words. This 
is the hard core of the con­ 
troversy. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
wants to sever the connection 
between 
West 
Berlin 
and 
Bonn, and also the connec­ 
tion between West Berlin and 
NATO. 
No 
doubt 
Moscow 
would prefer to have no sepa­ 
rate city of West Berlin. But 
its immediate objective is not 
to absorb West Berlin into 
East Germany, which would 
mean war, but to isolate West 
Berlin. 


THE 
SOVIET 
GOVERN­ 
MENT is willing to agree to 
a 
continuation of Western 
troops in West Berlin but— 
and this is a very big but— 
there must then also be some 
Soviet troops. The ultimate 
objective of this may be to be 
able to paralyze the allied 
troops and the West Berlin 
government in case of a Com­ 
munist coup. But the imme­ 
diate objective is to divorce 
the internal defense of Ber­ 
lin from the competence of 
NATO. 
As against these Soviet de­ 
mands for a radical change 
in the status of West Berlin, 
our policy has been to main­ 
tain the status quo, or as 
much of it as we can main­ 
tain without making conces­ 
sions that would be regarded 
as surrender or appNAasemtnt.

For Duck Hunters Tomorrow 


I P INTERNATIONAL 
California’s three-sided wa­ 
terfowl season, split down the 
middle and at both ends, opens 
tomorrow’ over most of the 
state. But not all. 
It lines up this way: 
Opening tomorrow at n o o n - 
all of the state for the first 
half of a split season except 
the Tule Lake-Klamath Basin 
area. 
Opening Oct. 
21 
— The 
Tulelake-Klamath Basin area, 
which will have a straight 75- 
dav waterfowl season. 
Already open—The Colora­ 
do River for the first half of a 
split season. 
It’s a glum opening day in 
most respects. The duck counts 
are way down from last year— 
as much as 75 per cent in the 
Tulelake-Klamath Basin area 
and about 50 per cent in the 
Central, San Joaquin and Im­ 
perial valleys. 


The 
reason 
for 
this 
is 
drought and poor nesting con­ 
ditions in the northern prairie 
provinces of Canada. 
But there is a bright spot. 
During the past few weeks, 
there has been a steady build­ 
up of duck populations in the 
Central Valley. 
And another bright spot is 
in geese. They’re in fine shape 
this year. Fortunately for Cali­ 
fornia 
hunters, 
the 
major 
goose production areas are in 
Alaska and along the arctic 
coast of Canada, where water­ 
fowl nesting conditions were 
good this year. 
In September, the annual 
inventory of waterfowl showed 
only 758.000 ducks, a drop of 
49 per cent from the same time 
a year ago and compared with 
2.034.000 only four years ago. 
The first split general sea­ 
son that opens tomorrow will 
close Nov. 20. The second half 


will open Dec. 9 and close Jan. 
7. 
Hunting 
regulations 
f o r 
ducks are just as complicated 
this year as ever. Here's a run­ 
down on them: 
Limit — Five bag and five 
possession for ducks; six for 
geese but not more than three 
of the dark species. 
Limitations — No canvas- 
backs or redhead ducks or 
Ross’ geese may be taken; only 
one wood duck and one hood­ 
ed Merganser permitted in the 
daily bag and total possession 
limit. 
Hours — Hunt starts a noon 
Saturday but from then on it’s 
from one half hour before sun­ 
rise to sunset.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Retired People Constitute 
Our Neglected Generation 


What happens to retired people in 
Marin County? 
Fortunately, most of them are pretty 
much free of financial worry. Retired 
executives, 
educators, 
military 
per­ 
sonnel. professional people and the like 
are NOT preoccupied with fiscal crises. 
Basic food, clothing and shelter needs 
are within their means. 
But they have other real and pressing 
needs. 
Retirement frequently means the be­ 
ginning of a tapering-off social asso­ 
ciations, a sharp reduction in creative 
activity, a release from day-to-day re­ 
sponsibilities. 
In many cases, because these people 
come from backgrounds of executive 
and other responsibilities, this tapeing- 
off process may leave a painful void in 
life. 
The psychological needs of retired 
people from upper social strata may be 
more acute than those less fortunate 
who led lives at subordinate levels. 
Some other communities have found 
a solution to these and other problems 
of reasonably well-to-do retired people. 
Two specific examples have recently 
come to our attention: The Sequoias 
and Channing House, both located down 
on the peninsula near Palo Alto. 


Both operate as non-profit corpora­ 
tions, the first sponsored by the North­ 
ern California Presbytery of the Pres­ 
byterian Church and the second by the 


Palo Alto Medical Research Foundation. 
Residents pay $10,500 to $26,000 for 
lifetime tenancy of living accommoda­ 
tions. 
For an additional $185 to $205 
per month they receive all meals, utili­ 
ties, limited maid service, linen laundry 
service and other necessary services 
including lifetime medical, surgical and 
hospital care. 
Medical authorities say people live 
longer and healthier lives under the 
conditions prevailing in these retire­ 
ment homes, with constant professional 
attention to diet and general health 
problems in a stress-less atmosphere. 
A w ide variety of social and recrea­ 
tional activity is offered and residents 
are also free to persue their own 
hobbies and avocations in their own 
way. 
They can maintain and expand 
their associations with their circle of 
friends. 
They can continue many of 
the activities which have been normal 
through the years. 
And beyond, they 
are assured of complete security in all 
things which constitute the hazards of 
old age, both mental and physical. 
It has been said that retired people 
are the neglected generation of our 
time. It looks like these non-profit re­ 
tirement homes— like The Sequoias and 
Channing House— provide a solution. 
We wish somebody would come for­ 
ward with a sound plan for one here in 
Marin County. 
We are sure it would 
soon have a waiting list of qualified 
applicants.

SPEEDER KILLS BABY 
An eight-month-old baby was killed in­ 
stantly when a car, speeding at 100 miles an 
hour, smashed into a small apartment in 
Florida. 


The baby was knocked through the apart­ 
ment wall along with her mother who was 
found in critical condition with a broken 
leg and pelvis. 
A tragedy such as this symbolizes much 
of the disaster that afflicts the world today. 
The innocent suffer because of the reckless­ 
ness of those who gamble with the lives of 
others as well as their own. 
Do what you can to protect those who are 


powerless against the physical and spiritual 
dangers that are increasingly bombarding 
them from all sides. 
You will be fulfilling a noble role if you 
champion those who cannot defend them­ 
selves. 
And while yeu’re at it, take legiti­ 
mate step to see that those who trifle with 
the bodies and souls of helpless people are 
deterred from making their careless and 
tragic blunders. 


“And the fruit of justice is sown in 
peace, to whom that make peace”

Help me, O Father of all, to defend the 
rights of those unable to defend themselves. 


WASHINGTON — The gap 
is wide between the Soviet 
demand for a radical change 
in West Berlin and the West­ 
ern adherence to the status 
quo. President Kennedy is in 
a very difficult position and 
he deserves and needs the 
understanding and support of 
his own people. He is being 
squeezed by his adversary in 
Moscow, by his allies in Bonn 
and Paris, and by the right 
wing here at home. 
The net result of these 
multiple conflicting pressures 
could be to immobilize him 
on the brink of thermonu­ 
clear war. 
The President’s responsi­ 
bilities are grave. But so also 
grave are the responsibilities 
of those Germans, French­ 
men, and Americans who are 
tying his hands and are do­ 
ing what they can to prevent 
negotiations and to precipi­ 
tate a show-down. 


TO 
\\ ANT TO 
avert a 
show-down is 
not 
to lack 
nerve. It is to possess a rea­ 
lization of what thermonu­ 
clear war would really mean 
and what are the impera­ 
tives of diplomacy in this 
nuclear age. The President 
of the United States must not 
be driven into a corner where 
the only alternatives open to 
him are dishonor or surren­ 
der. 
As I read the situation to­ 
day, a failure to negotiate a 
settlement will mean, at the 
least, that West Berlin will 
have no emotional security 
whatever. It will never knowr 
what the East Germans will 
do to harass or to close down 
the access routes. Thus the 
Communists might do noth­ 
ing for an indefinite time and 
that W’ould be quite enough 
to keep Berlin and the world 
sitting on the anxious seat. 
THIS IS THE way to ere 
ate a panic in West Berlin 
and an intolerable frustra­ 
tion elsewhere. 
At the worst, if there is no 
positive settlement, the Com­ 
munists will narrow down, 
even if they do not close 
down, access to West Berlin, 
and this will bring us all to 
the brink of a thermonuclear 
war. 
I do not think anyone can 


now foresee how Europe and 
America and the rest of the 
world would act if it were in 
fact on the brink of thermo­ 
nuclear war. R has never 
been on the brink of thermo­ 
nuclear war. The world does 
not now believe that there 
will be a thermonuclear war 
and that is why so many who 
ought to know better talk 
about it so glibly. 


The President will have to 
lift the dispute above the is­ 
sue of whether West Berlin 
is to be what the Soviets call 
a free city or whether it is to 
remain as it is with nothing 
changed. 


THE 
MOST 
PROMISING 
way he can do this is to pro­ 
pose that West Berlin be 
transformed into an interna­ 
tional city, the site of organs 
of the United Nations and an 
international center for study, 
scientific research, art and 
sports. This w’ould be a good 
future, far better than to be 
a dying city kept alive by sub­ 
sidies and by the dubious as­ 
sumption 
that 
the 
United 
States and its allies will al­ 
ways be willing to live on the 
brink of thermonuclear war. 


My own exploration leads 
me to think that the interna­ 
tional solution, utopian and 
idealistic though it sounds, 
might be made to work and 
could be acceptable.

Jacob A. Long is a heavy­ 
shouldered man, forceful and 
intense. At 65 he fails to play 
the part of a person in his 
evening years. 
He was a dairyman, a ten­ 
ant farmer, a shoe salesman, 
and years later vice president 
of the San Francisco Theo­ 
logical Seminary in San An- 
selmo, one of the nation’s 
leading institutes of higher 
learning for Christian minis­ 
ters. 
In addition, two decades 
ago he initiated work in a 
field of service that is now 
one 
of 
major 
interest 
to 
Christian denominations. 
Born to the wife of a Penn­ 
sylvania “ Dunkard” minister 
in an agricultural village of 
Solana, Clinton County, Cen­ 
tral Pennsylvania, Jacob was 
forced to quit high school “ to 
stay close to God,” yet ended 
up by taking a Doctor of 
Philosophy degree at Colum­ 
bia University in New' York 
almost 30 years thence. 


I>R. L O N G IS an example 
of the true definition of the 
word “ producer,” and it can 
safely be said that he always 
will be. He began those pro­ 
ductive years at eight years 
as an apprentice to his fath­ 
er, 
whose 
Church 
of 
the 
Brethren held that pastors, 
like St. Paul, should earn a 
living with an occupation and 
serve their congregations “ in 
pre-occupation.” 
Jacob's father. Rev. Benja­ 
min Franklin Long, owned 
and operated a creamery. St. 
Paul made tents. 
Part-time ministry and for­ 
mal 
education 
were 
great 
points of difference between 
Jacob and his father, who 
liked to be called B. Franklin 
Long. The family lived under 
religious restrictions similar 
to

Theological Sem inary in San

Quaker family. No parties or 
movies were among the less 
subtle rules. Jacob was a 
member of the Church of the 
Brethren at 16 and the de­

“ DAD had a quaint way of 
explaining why 1 was to quit 
high school shortly after I had 
entered at the age of 11: ‘If 
you go too far in school son, 
it will take you away from 
the Lord,’ ” recalls Dr. Long. 


So father Long, when his 
son was 17, set him up in the 
dairy business in Ix>ck Haven, 
a few miles from Solana, Pa. 
Jacob worked hard, was suc­ 
cessful enough for a lad with

as much responsibility, but 
was restless. 
One evening about three 
years later the 20-year-old 
business man was attending 
a Brethren church meeting in 
Harrisburg, and was introduc­ 
ed to an attractive brunette, 
who had a “ little more sense” 
than the other girls he had 
met. That first night she wore 
the 
traditional 
“ Dunkard 
cap.’ It w'as several weeks be­ 
fore the couple really became 
friendly and a year before 
they

That same year, 1917, Jacob 
sold the interest in his busi­ 
ness, and for the subsequent 
two and one-half years leased 
a farm where he raised beef 
cattle. 


D1 RING this period young 
I/mg began his “ search.” 
He began to seek within 
himself for something more 
than marriage, or a successful 
cattle 
business 
that 
could 


satisfy a man who feels there 
is something jn addition to 
these important aspects of 
life. 


He sold out for the second 
time, and at 24 years entered 
a prep school. A year later he 
passed entrance examinations 
to Dickinson College in Car­ 
lisle, of his home state, and 
ironically was actually on his 
way to becoming closer to 
“ the Lord.” During that first 
year of college he decided to 
become a minister. Already 
knowing, almost by osmosis, 
the Brethren doctrines, he be­ 
gan a systematic and intense 
study of the doctrines of the 
Methodist, Episcopalian, Luth­ 
eran and 
Presbyterian de­ 
nominations. 
He 
concluded 
that the last of these came 
closest to the truth of Chris­ 
tian doctrine as he knew and 
felt it to be. 


FROM that time on daily 
life was rougher, and time 
and energy were a premium. 


Jacob Long clerked in a sho< 
store, kept books for a con 
tractor and during his Iasi 
two years before gaining hii 
Bachelor 
of 
Arts 
Degree 
worked as an assistant pas 
tor to an ailing Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterian 
minister, 
who 
would “ rip my sermons apart 
to my face in his study each 
Monday.” 


Deciding to enter the min- 
istery was a 
struggle 
for 
Jacob. “ Frankly I didn’t want 
to,” he recalls. 


“ I suppose it w'as due to 
earlier kidding I had taken 
as a preacher’s kid,’ and al­ 
so to the effect it would have 
on my father. To him I would 
in a sense, be turning my back 
on the faith of my youth by 
becoming a fulltime minis­ 
ter. I did not want to offend 
my parents.” 
But neither did Jacob want 
to offend God.

tha-t I ought to go on no mat­ 
ter what.” 


That’s when Jacob gave up 
selling shoes and bookkeep­ 
ing to stay in school He earn­ 
ed his living as an assistant 
pastor while studying. 
With his Bachelor’s degree 
he entered the Presbyterian 
church’s Princeton Seminary 
in New Jersey and for five 
years worked through its im­ 
portant and not so important 
courses. In the late 20s, he 
was called to a small congre­ 
gation in New Hope, Pa. In 
the early 30’s, the hard years 
for America, he became pas­ 
tor of a Presbyterian congre­ 
gation of Newtown, Bux Coun­ 
ty Commonwealth, same state. 


PASTOR Long defied the 
depression economy that dec­ 
ade. In the spring of 1933. 
with the banks closed and al­ 
most everybody broke, his 
Newtown congregation broke 
ground for new sanctuary and 
three years later burned the 
mortgage to the new struc­ 
ture. 


That year, Rev. Long fe lt; 
an urge to know more about 
educating persons in Chris­ 
tianity, 
especially 
in 
the 
church. This urge still moti­ 
vates him today. 
In 1936 he began to study 
at Columbia University in 
New York, and in 1940 held 
a Master’s and Doctorate de­ 
gree in religious education 
from the university. During 
this 
academic 
effort 
Dr. 
Long submitted his resigna 
tion as pastor to the Newtown 
congregation. He felt he could 
not give them enough of his 
time while studying. But the 
church members would not 
hear of it. Grateful for his 
leadership in the spring of 
’33, they insisted he continue 
as pastor-graduate student. 


FROM 
1940 to 1943, he 
served as executive secretary 
of the Presbytery of North­ 
ern Philadelphia. He entered 
the administrative post with 
12 years of pastoral experi­ 
ence and graduate education 
under his hat. In 1942 he re­ 
linquished the position to be 
assigned as secretary (direc­ 
tor) for the city and industrial 
work of the Board of National 
Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. 
During his years with the 
missions 
board, 
Dr. 
long 
served as contact officer with 
the synods and Presbyteries 
that had heavy city and in 
dustrial populations. In addi­ 
tion, he served in an advisory 
capacity on city missions and 
church extension to other ad­ 
ministrative units in the field. 
Included in this responsibility 
were foreign language cases. 
Negro community problems. 
C h r i s t i a n 
neighborhood 
houses, 
and 
experimental 
projects in related areas by 
the denomination. 
W hile on this job Dr. Long 
began his pioneer work in 
what today is called “inner- 
city m inistry" among Chris­ 
tian bodies. It was 1944 in 
New York that Dr. Long was 
aiWe to put into action what 
he felt was needed after he 
walked the streets as a stu­ 
dent. During those walks he 
saw and talked with men and 
women engaged in city and 
industrial work. He became

Presbyterian Institute of In­ 
dustrial Relations with the 
purpose of “acquainting min­ 
isters with urban America, 
and giving them an aware­ 
ness of the organized labor 
movement and its implica­ 
tions for the church and so­ 
ciety.” 
While today the church is 
almost pre-occupied with such 
a program, at that time Dr 
Long said he felt like a “voice 
crying in the wilderness.” His 
cry was heard by several! 
church l e a d e r s however. 
Among them were Dr. Henry 
Sloan Coffin, president emer­ 
itus 
of 
Union 
Theological 
Seminary in New York. Dur­ 
ing the ensuing years, until 
1949, Dr. Long juggled 203 
industrial church projects. At | 
the same time he was con- 
tinuallv studving how better j 
to conduct Christian educa­ 
tional programs for churches. 
In 
1949, he intentionally 
put 
behind 
administrative 
work with the hope of teach­ 
ing for the remainder of his 
life. He came to the seminary 
in San Anselmo as the Mar­ 
garet S. Dollar professor of 
Christian 
social 
ethics. 
He 
held the chair for 12 years' 
and was vice nresident of the 
seminary for the same period. 
Two months after Dr. Long 
arrived in Marin, Dr. E. T. 
Jones, vice president of the 
seminary', 
became 
ill. 
The 
seminary needed a successor, 
and Dr. Long was asked to 
take the position which he of­ 
ficially held until last month. 
He has not been serving the 
seminary' directly for the past 
year however. On a sabbatical 
leave, he resided in Europe 
and other parts of the United 
States this year for the pur­ 
pose of post-doctoral studies 
While Dr. Long was at the 
seminary he was responsible 
for the construction program 
and much of the design of 
two million dollars of new 
seminary buildings which in­ 
cluded structures from pro­ 
fessors’ 
homes 
to 
Geneva 
(library - chapel), 
Alexander, 
and Oxtoby (residence) halls. 
Now Dr. Long owns a home 
at 86 Corte Solano in Green- 
brae and is serving as interim 
pastor at the First Presby­ 
terian Church of Richmond, 
Nevertheless 
each 
Wednes­ 
day he attends the San Ansel- 
mo Rotary Club meeting. 
Has Dr. Long got a project 


going 
at 
the 
Richmond 
church too? 
He does. And it is one “to 
better the Christian educa­ 
tion program,” his pet project. 
Despite Dr. Long's work 
load all his life, he has man­ 
aged to raise two sons, and 
keep a pleasant and content­ 
ed wife.

Long, who has three children, 
was born in 1920 Today he

In this day of advanced 
learning a n d international 
tensions 
t h e 
question 
of 
whehter or not “Johnnie can 
read” has been the subject of 
violent debate. 
But since we are in an era 
of plentiful leisure time, per­ 
haps some attention might 
rightfully be directed also to 
the question of: ‘‘Does John­ 
nie 
know 
anything 
about 
music? ’ 
In the way of an answer to 
what students of today gain 
in school in the way of mu­ 
sical culture, we might look 
in on the band and general 
music program of the San Ra­ 
fael High School District, not 
radically different from other 
programs in this county. 
For a took at the pro­ 
gram let’s listen to the dis­ 
trict’s director of music, Hugo 
Rinaldi, a man who admits 
“music is my life.” 
From the time “Johnnie” 
first enters kindergarten un­ 
til leaving elementary school 
he gets classroom music in­ 
struction in singing, rhythm, 
tonettes and music apprecia­ 
tion from a traveling music 
consultant. The present con­ 
sultant, Mrs. Dorothy Wall, 
now has more than 2,400 such 
students in more than ICO 
classes. 
In the fourth grade, instruc­ 
tion moves into the special­ 
ized training area by offer­ 
ing of beginning instruction 
in string instruments. 
The 
“Johnnies” in this group now 
are taught by Mrs. Esther 
Furnas. 
In the sixth grade, students 
wanting such are given in­ 
struction in beginning wood­ 
winds 
and 
brass 
and 
ad­ 
vanced string workshop. 
Misa Jean Stevens is the 


woodwind specialist; Robert 
Jacobson, strings, and Melvin 
Stanley, brass. 
In the San Rafael district 
when students graduate to 
junior high school they be­ 
come eligible for a variety of 
programs, among which are 
choirs, string orchestras and 
school bands. 
The two jun­ 
ior highs in the district are 
Santa Venetia and James B. 
Davidson schools. 
Here the 
bands are led by Miss Stevens 
and Melvin Stanley.respect­ 
ively . The orchestras are led 
by Robert Jacobson. 
In high school the music 
program expands to its full­ 
est. San Rafael High School 
o f f e r s a host of choirs, 
orchestras and bands. 
In the way of orchestras 


and bands. San Rafael offers 
two concert orchestras, a jun­ 
ior b a n d and a marching 
band. 
The bands are direct­ 
ed by Stanley. 


Terra Linda High School 
has a similar program but is 
unable to offer tfie marching 
band because of a lack of uni­ 
forms. Their concert band is 
led by Gordon Lowe, who re­ 
cently was picked as one of 
the top 40 high school band 
leaders 
in 
the 
nation 
by 
School Musician Magazine. 


At the end of last year 
there were 250 instrumental 
students in the high schools, 
362 in the j u n i o r high 
schools and 300 in the ele­ 
mentary schools. 
For the more accelerated 
students, the district has an 
All Junior High School Band 
and cooperates with the Sym­ 


phony Guild of Marin in its 
sponsorship 
of 
the 
Marin 
Youth Orchestra. 
Each year $1,000 in scholar­ 
ships are awarded by the 
music 
department 
to 
out­ 
standing students, from funds 
derived from the annual mu­ 
sic festival. 
Basic philosophy of the mu­ 
sic department and its lead­ 
ers is to create a program 
which can meet the needs of 
the most gifted as well as the 
least talented. The ultimate 
goal being to develop an in­ 
formed student, appreciative 
of music. 
The department 
avoids the idea that music be­ 
gins and ends in school. 
The program operates on 
the belief that the best music 
program obtainable for stu­ 
dents should be based onthe 
c o m b i n e d efforts of the 
school, parents, private music 


instructors and civic music 
groups. 
In this way 
each 
factor 
complements the other and 
the students musical growth 
is enhanced. 
What about the background 
of Rinaldi himself? 
Hugo was born in San Fran­ 
cisco and raised in San Ra­ 
fael, attending parochial and 
public 
elementary 
schools, 
and San Rafael High School. 
After World War II he at­ 
tended San Francisco State 
College and Stanford Univer­ 
sity. 
He also took conservatory 
work in Italy at Milano. Flor­ 
ence and Lucca. 
He came to the San Rafael 
district in 1948 as a music in­ 
structor. The musical instru­ 
ment of his own choice is the 
violin, which he has played 
“since I was five.”

"What Can Be Done About An Oil Stain?' 


W eight and age, wltieh 
concern mo-t of us as far 
a« our silouhettes are con­ 
cerned, are important fac­ 
tors in oil stains, too. For 
i n s t a n c e , in considering 
weight we talk about “satu­ 
rated” 
and ” unsaturated” 
fats. Those two types in oil 
that stain also make a d if­ 
ference. W hile your dry- 
cleaner may remove “satu­ 
rated” or “unsaturated” oil 
the hug-a-boo of age enters 
in. “Saturated” oils, tests 


show, can he removed by 
either drycleaning or wet 
cleaning without too much 
trouble, hut when “unsatu­ 
rated” oils remain in a fab­ 
ric for ten to twenty-one 
days, the resulting stain is 
m uch more difficult to re­ 
move. In many cases, stain 
removal is impossible. 


Fresh oil or even grease 
stains w ill he removed bv 
proper drycleaning t e c h « 
niques where m ild home 


washing may not do the job. 
1 lie fiber, natural or man- 
made, seems to have little 
difference in the ease of oil 
or grea-e stain removal, but 
much may depend upon the 
nature of the oil or grease. 


The most important fac­ 
tor in removing oil or grease 
stains is the age of the stain. 
For that reason, the sooner 
it is removed the more lik e­ 
ly it is to he removed com ­ 
pletely.

'Clark Gable' 
Is New Book

CLARK GABLE by Kathleen 
Gable, Prentice-Hall Inc., 153 
pages, $3.95. Reviewed by 
Don Keown.

Two hilarious new entries 
in the ever grow ing library of 
humor and satire on d i s c , 
share evenly divided mascu­ 
line and feminine views on 
various subjects.

The longer sketches are the 
best, especially “ Bertha in the 
Rectory,” in which the parson 
calls a show-girl choir mem­ 
ber into his office to tell her 
she is singing too l o u d in 
church and ends up submis­ 
sively allowing the woman to 
edit his sermons and give him 
stage directions. 
In ‘The Pergola,” Mr. Holt 
shows himself a competent 
but not striking folksinger. 
The longest sketch. “Movie- 
ville,” is a fascinating imita­ 
tion of Kurt Weill’s ‘Three- 
Penny Opera” in a modern 
Hollywood setting. Sharp and 
to the point. Dolly’s voice-by 
the way, is too much. 
“Peter Sellers and Sophia 
Loren”—Angel Stereo S35910 
— have 
been 
teamed 
up 
once 
before: 
in 
the 
20th 
Century Fox movie, “The Mil­ 
lionairess.” (The silliest film 
I’ve ever seen * This bit of 
teamwork is highly success­ 
ful, styled as “a cheerful far­ 
rago recorded in London and 
Rome, with orchestral accom­ 
paniments by Ron Goodwin,” 
This album seems to be fol­ 
lowing the lead of a Washing­ 
ton-Offbeat release of some 
time ago which I think was 
the first attempt at combining 
a comedian and a vocalist on 


the same album, i.e.: He does 
one track, she does the next, 
etc. That one, “The Saint and 
the Sinner,” featuring Henry 
Morgan, didn’t quite make it. 
Sellers and Loren achieve suc­ 
cess first, because of their 
greater talents, and secondly, 
because they share several of 
the tracks, with Peter singing 
along. 


“England’s gooniest a n d 
Italy’s loveliest,” according to 
the promotional blurbs—and 
something more than beauty 
comes through from Sophia 
on the record—namely some 
wonderful comic talents. Sel­ 
lers’ talents need not be again 
described here: his BBC pro­ 
grams, previous records and 
films speak for him as one of 
the world’s most outlandishly 
inventive comics. 


“Goodness Gracious Me!,” 
derives from the aforemen­ 
tioned film, and features Pe­ 
ter’s astonishing.East Indian 
Doctor accent, about the only 
really funny thing in the pic­ 
ture.

are used horizontally or ver­ 


tically. 
Betty Jennings, staff de­ 
signer for United States Ply­ 
wood Corporation, suggests 
that if you’ve never paneled 
a room before, try just one 
wall. 
“ Select an a r e a without 
windows or doors, and create 
an accent wall,’’ she says. 
“ For as little as $64, the 
family handyman can bring 
into being over the weekend 
a striking, one-wall mural of 
real wood with all of the in­ 
tricate and never-repetitious 
patterns that only nature’s 
artistry can create.”

Wood products found in the

Even today artistic exam­ 
ples of the ancient use of tile 
can be found in the elaborate­ 
ly designed wall decorations 
of Shah-Zinda in Samarkand, 
the Hall of Classics in Peking, 
China, and the cooling room 
of the bath in the Court of 
Divans in Alhambra, Spain.

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2 Arsenic Compound Sales 
To Be Restricted By State

State director of agricul­ 
ture Charles Paul has signed 
state regulations designed to 
save 
human 
lives 
through 
sharply restricting the sale 
of weed - killing materials 
containing sodium arsenite or 
arsenic trioxide. 
In 
the 
last 
five 
years, 
twenty-one children and four 
adults in California have lost 
their lives in accidents in­ 
volving these poisonous ar- 
senicals. 
D i r e c t o r Paul says all 
pesticides should be handled 
carefully, and particular pre­ 
cautions 
should 
always 
be 
e x e r c i s e d 
w i t h 
those 
types which contain soluble 
arsenic. 
If swallowed, sodium ar­ 
senite is absorbed so quickly 
that death frequently results 
before first-aid treatment can 
be administered,” he warned. 
Sodium arsenite. a weed- 
killing 
material, 
has 
been 
available to home owners in 
pint or quart size containers, 
sold through nurseries, hard­ 
ware stores, or other dealers 
ia garden supplies The labels

on containers offered for sale 
by dealers are required to 
show that the material con­ 
tains sodium arsenite or ar­ 
senic 
trioxide. 
The 
labels 
must also include directions 
for use. 
State department of agri­ 
culture records show that the 
accidental deaths attributed 
to sodium arsenite most fre­ 
quently occur when the home 
owner has poured some of 
the 
sodium 
arsenite 
weed 
killer into another container, 
such as a beverage bottle or 
fruit jar, failed to mark or 
identify it, and left the un­ 
used 
portion 
around 
the 
premises. Small children *iave 
obtained it and drunk from it. 
At other times, adults have 
swallowed 
sodium 
arsenite, 
mistaking it for a beverage, 
the poisonous material hav­ 
ing been stored in an un­ 
marked bottle or jar around 
a household. 
The regulations Paul signed 
become effective January 1, 
1962. They prohibit use of 
sodium arsenite preparations 
without a permit from the 
c o u n t y agricultural comis- 
sioner. When an application 
is made for a permit, the 
Commissioner reviews the in­ 
tended use, explains the haz­ 
ards involved, 
and restric­ 
tions to be complied with. 
Officials of the field crops 
and 
agricultural 
chemicals 
unit of the California depart­ 
ment of agriculture say that 
other weed killers are on the 
market that will accomplish 
the same purpose but which

are safer and do not offer sim­ 
ilar hazard. 
Persons who have questions 
about permits to use sodium 
arsenite 
pesticides 
should 
consult the Marin County ag­ 
ricultural commissioner. 
Paul also warned pet own­ 
ers that metaldehyde snail 
baits can poison dogs, and he 
cautioned 
home 
gardeners 
and others using snail-killing 
preparation not to apply rnet- 
aldehyde baits in piles where 
dogs can reach the pesticides. 
Paul said most baits sold in 
California for control of slugs 
and snails are coarse flakes 
or compressed pellets of bran 
or similar material poisoned 
with 
metaldehyde, 
arsenic, 
dieldrin, or a combination of 
these ingredients. 
He reported that the prod­ 
ucts containing arsenic are la­ 
beled ’’Poison,” and show the 
skull and erossbones, but the 
products containing only met­ 
aldehyde do not carry the 
skull and crossbones. 
“Metaldehyde is not quite 
so poisonous as arsenic com­ 
pounds. but it can kill a dog, 
or even a child, if enough is 
eaten,” according to Paul. 
"The department receives re­ 
ports every year of death of 
dogs from eating snail baits 
containing metaldehyde, and 
three such deaths have been 
reported 
during 
the 
past 
month. 


“B e c a u s e 
metaldehyde 
baits are not required to car­ 
ry a poison label, some users 
overlook the warning shown 
on labels of all snail baits that 
the material not be exposed 
or placed where children or 
pet animals might eat it. 
“Apparently some dogs are 
attracted by the pronounced 
odor of metaldehyde. They 
have sought out the bait and 
licked up enough of the ma­ 
terial to cause their death. 
For this reason, metaldehyde 
appears to present a greater 
hazard to dogs than the more 
poisonous arsenic compounds, 
which do not seem to be par­ 
ticularly attractive to dogs.” 
If snail baits are placed 
where there are dogs, Paul 
suggested 
that 
the 
pellets 
should be widely scattered, so 
a dog would be unlikely to 
pick up enough of the mate­ 
rial to be affected. 
If the loose flake form of 
bait is used the material be 
placed in piles of no more 
than a teaspoonful in any one 
place, 
preferably 
protected 
by shrubs or under a board or 
overturned flower pot.

You don’t want a lot 
of new growth with c o l d 
weather coming on.

Informal Hedges Allow 
Ease Of Maintenance 


To most of us, the word 
“hedge” is*synonymous with 
a 
formal 
row 
of 
sheared 
shrubs—usually Privet. But 
you find gardeners here and 
there who know that hedges 
can be informal, too. 
And their arguments 
in 
favor of this approach are 
worth listening to. 
The informal hedge, say its 
advocates, 
permits 
greater 
use of plant material, and 
even more important to some, 
it entails a good deal less 
maintenance. You head back 
an outsize branch here and 
there, but none of this con­ 
stant attention which a for­ 
mal hedge needs during its 
growing season. 
The choice of shrubs for an 
informal 
hedge 
is 
largely 
governed by the amount of 
space you can spare it. Ole­ 
ander might be a perfect 
choice for the side boundary 
in a large garden, but it is 
better used at the rear prop­ 
erty line or not at all when 
the garden is cramped. 
The same goes for the 
Pomegranate, a full and col­ 
orful hedge where you don’t 
have to toe the line. Let a 


nurseryman help you fit the 
right shrub to tbe hedge you 
have in mind. He’ll show you 
a wide range from Dwarf 
Myrtle to a relatively tow­ 
ering English Laurel. 


Certain 
shrubs 
will 
go 
either way . . . formal or in­ 
formal Several Pittosporums, 
for instance, make nice in­ 
formal hedges but can be 
sheared, also, along strictly 
formal lines. And even Privet 
or Boxwood, if you can get 
over the urge to clip them, 
will shrub out in full, infor­ 
mal growth. Other two-way 
shrubs include the silvery- 
gray Bush Germander, Glossy 
Abelia and the Brush Cherry. 


If you do choose the infor­ 
mal approach to hedging, be 
warned that complete free­ 
dom from maintenance does 
not exist. Even the informal 
hedge can become overgrown 
or leggy and need heading 
back. Then, too, any hedge, 
formal or otherwise, needs 
its share of water and food 
if it is to look its best. These 
are infrequent needs at most, 
however, and not worth wor­ 
rying about at this time.
